French Premier 
Asks New Pact 
Wants Armament Limits 
On All NATO Members

STRASBOUG, France UP)—Premier Pierre Mendes- 


France called today for a new West European defense pact 
which he said could reduce French opposition to West Ger- 
many's entry into the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 


The new organization, he said, j 


could have a "degree of super- 
nationality" .— meaning some of 
the elements of a superstate. 


It was partly because the six- 


nation European defense commu- 
nity had too much silpranationality 
in it. he added, that it was de- 
feated in the French parliament. 


Mendes-France spoke before the 


Council of Europe, made up of 
parliament 
members 
from 
the 


council's 15 nations. 


The job of the new organization, 


which the French leader described 
as a changed and enlarged ver- 
sion of the Brussels Pact of 1948, 
would be to set top limits to the 
armies and armaments of all mem- 
ber countries. 


Expand Alliance

said, 


would be only on a "geographic 
and strategic basis."

sources here said his plan calls 
for something like this: 


1. Approval of the British pro- 


posal to expand the five-nation

The seven n a t i o n s would be 
pledged to come tc one another's 
aid in case of an attack. 


2. This group would set limits on 


German rearmament as well as 
on the armies the other members 
keep on the European continent 


By limiting all the nations, the 
French hoped to meet the German 
demand for equality in any setup. 


3. The European alliance would 


not actually control the various na- 
tional armies; that job would be 
left to the 14-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, 
which in- 


cludes the United States and Can- 
ada. 


No Veto 


4. The new European alliance 


would,not be a supranational or- 
ganization like the European De- 
fense 
Community " w h i c h the 


French Assembly torpedoed. But 
decisions would be taken for the 
group by a council of representa- 
tives, on which no one nation 
would have a veto. 


Reports from Washington said 


Mendes-France was ready to join 
the British and the Americans in 
bringing West Germany into the 
North Atlantic alliance provided 
Britain and the United States 
maintain tioops on the continent 
for a long period and as long as 
saisfactory controls are put on 
German rearmament. 


To Meet Sept. 27 


Mendes-Fiance sent his propos- 


als over the weekend to the six 
other prospective European allies 
as well as to the United States 
and Canada. The foreign ministers 
of all nine nations will meet in 
London Sept. 27 in a determined

By Propeller 


Forrest Ritzman, 
Driver, Critical 
In KSB Hospital 


The death Sunday of Mrs. 


William E. Hill, Jr., Rock 
Falls, was ruled "accidental 
and caused by brain lacera- 
tions and shock," Lee County 
Coroner Robert Preston said, 
following an inquest today at 
Sterling. 


Patricia Hill, 25, was killed and 


Forrest Ritzman. Sterling, was in 
"critical" condition Monday in 
KSB Hospital, Dixon, following a 
freak accident on the Rock River 
around 3 p.m. Sunday about four 
miles west of Dixon. 


According to Coroner Preston, 


Mrs. Hill was riding with Ritzman 
in his 18-foot aluminum boat, as 
had several other people in the 
party previously. They had just 
completed making a circle in the 
river when the boat came to a 
stop then suddenly lurched for- 
ward and threw both Mrs. Hill and 
Ritzman into the water. 


Witnessed Tragedy 


Robert Flock and Arlie Thomp- 


son, who witnessed the tragedy 
from their cabin cruiser near the 
bank, said the boat went out of 
control, made a circle, and pas- 
sed voer Mirs. Hill and Ritzman. 
They said. Ritzman tried to pull 
Mrs. Hill and himself under the 
water when he saw the boat bear- 
ing down on them but didn't suc- 
ceed. 


The propeller- of the outboard 


motor struck Mrs. Hill on the head 
and Ritzman on the back, severly 
lacerating both 
of 
them. They 


were both rushed to the Dixon 
hospial by car. Mrs. Hill died at 
5:30 
p.m.

George Meany, president of the AFL, disclosed his or- 


ganizations thinking on the matter when he said recently 
that the present GOP government is pursuing 'the cold- 
blooded philosophy of private management which holds that 
profits come before people and that the scales of economic 
justice can be balanced only after the budget is balanced.' 


This does not, of course, r*>fl^» Pr^id^nt Eisenhoxver's 


expressed philosophy of government. The President de- 
scribes himself as a liberal where human welfare is at stake 
and a conservative in matters of money management.

Nor does Meany's comment square well with what Con- 


gress did under the first GOP regime in 20 years. A good deal 
of social legislation was passed, though not enough to sat- 
isfy Mr. Eisenhower. 
Meanv's distortions fit neatly with his and other lead- 


ers', cries "of "depression," the battle hymn they hope will 
bring them back to greater power. 


Reports indicate that the much-talked-of 
economic- 


slump actually brought a drop in national personal income 
of only 1.3 per cent over a nine-month period. Since that 
period ended in April, there has been a slight rise. 


No one would wish to minimize the upward surge of 


unemployment that accompanied the business drop, but it 
is a fact that new claims for jobless benefits have been get- 
ting fewer and fewer in the past several weeks. This eas- 
ing suggests the worst is over. 


The deliberately gloomy interpretation placed upon 


events by Meany and the CIO chiefs makes it clear they 
think of the nation's economic problems not as thoughtful, 
responsible economic-specialists, but as propagandizing poli- 
ticians of the worst order. They are determined to get 
from the business statistics only one answer: 
an answer 


unfavorable to Republicans. 


This is realy quite unfortunate for them. It sharply 


lowers their stature as public figures, and damages their 
credibility as spokesmen in the economic sphere. 


Furthermore, it is an unhealthy situation when any 


segment of society tries to ally itself uncritically ami auto- 
matically to a particular political party. Parties are human 
and fallible, they change in quality and character, and it 
seems unwise to pretend that any group's welfare can be 
assured only by fealty to a single party. . 


Luckily for this nation's workers, they have shown far 


greater independence of thought and action than their pat- 
thinking leaders.

material which will be placed or. view" as a public treasure in the 
Pegler Memorial Library and or Museum which I am projecting as a 
recognition of'my own monumental virtue and my 
leadership in the fight, thus far unsuccessful, for 
freedom from the draft, the unions and the thrall 
of the Philip Dru Cult. From the Civil War to 1917, 
we never had a draft.

This correspondence was 
accumulated by congressional com- 
mittees and, as often happens, por- 
tions or all of it escaped from the 
zone of secrecy. It is almost im- 
possible to preserve secrecy any- 
way. In the first place we always 
have1 a proportion of rogue sena- 
tors and repiesentatives who will 
tattle confidential details of cau- 
cuses and executive sessions and 
other information to blackguards 
of the press and radio who will 
then ballyhoo them with such ad- 
jectives as "able," "forthright," 
and "energetic." There are also 
attorneys who filch or make copies 
of such stuff. 


Of course there are some fine 


attorneys in such commtitee work. 
I will name you William F. Mc- 
Kenna, of California, who has ex- 
posed both the Teamsters' union 
rackets in Detroit and Kansas City

Seeking Life's Secrets 
Nobel Scientist Brings 
'Life' to Dead Muscles 
Probes Mystery of How 
Tissue Produces Energy

WOODS HOLE, Mass. <j0— Here 


In the laboratory of a Nobel Prize 
winner you see a piece of dead 
rabbit muscle brought back to 
"life." 


The itrand of muscle tenses, con- 


tracts and performs work when it 
is bathed in a potent chemical. 
Then it relaxes when it is touched 
by a second chemical. 


This means man has solved a 


few secrets of how our muscles 
work, of how all living things 
manage to create motion. 


Seeming Miracle 


But this seeming miracle in the 


laboratory is only a beginning to 
Dr. Albert G. Szent-Gyorgyi. He 
wants to know precisely how chem- 
icals—from the food we eat and 
air 
we breathe—create 
motion, 


"the -mCst fundamental sign of 
life." 


Exactly what kind of engine is 


musci« tissue? What kind of fuel 
does it. use, and how? How do dif- 
ferent muscles—the muscles of the 
heart, the arms, or a woman's 
womb—differ in their mechanism 
or operation? 


That knowledge could aid in 


combating h e a r t disease, high 
blood pressure, muscular afflic- 
tions, perhaps reduce the tragic 
loss of unborn babies through mis- 
carriages. 


This Hungarian-b o r n scientist 


with blue eyes and tousled white 
hair, vho won a Nobel Prize for 
his work on vitamin C, is on the 
traiPol answers. 


Lacks Funds 


And Dr. Szent-Gyorgyi is impa- 


tient to get along with his studies— 
so much so he's just ordered a 
$40,000 scientific instrument, a 
spectrograph, 
without 
enough 


funds to pay for it. 


"Maybe I will go to jail," he 


shrugs, "but I need it in my work. 
Somehow I hope we will find ways 
to pay for it." 


In 15 years of research on the 


muscle engine, Dr. Szent-Gyorgyi 
found that muscles contract be- 
cause they contain two special 
proteins, actin and myosin. When 
these two come together in the 
presence of the energy-supplying 
enzyme, ATP, the muscle con- 
tracts. 


ATP means adenosine triphos- 


phate. It is the "gasoline" which 
runs tie muscle engine. Enzymes 
are accelerators of chemical re- 
actions. 


Isolate Enzyme 


Dr. Szent-Gyorgyi and Dr. L. 


Lorand of Szent-Gyorgyi's group 
also r.ave isolated another enzyme, 


ATP-CP, which makes a muscle 
relax. 


From a refrigerator. Dr. Lornad 


took a thin, transparent strand of' 
muscle obtained from a long-dead 
rabbit, and placed it in a beaker 
containing a salt solution. It lay 
long and straight. When a few 
drops of ATP were added, the 
string of muscle coiled and short- 
ened to one-fifth its original size. 


He put another, thicker strand of 


muscle in a device so the muscle 
remained taut, but could pull oh 
one end of a delicately balanced 
ever. When the muscle was bathed 
in ATP, it tensed, pulling measur- 
ably on the lever. When ATP-CP 
was added, the muscle relaxed, 
the lever swung back to its original 
position. 


"So now we know that actin and

makes the muscle contract." said 
Dr. Szent-Gyorgyi. "But still we 
are only describing the machine. 
We must learn how the engine is 
all put together, then we will know 
how it works. 


"Only then can .we really under- 


stand the muscle in health and in 
disease, and perhaps learn how 
to overcome disease.

The following report by Rudy Stinauer, fish biologist for the 


State Conservation department, has been prepared to answer the 
questions of many people regarding the proposed killing of the fish 
in the East pit at the A. E. Mayer farm.

State Conservation Department Fish Biologist 


Leo Rock, a fish biologist for the department and myself, using 


an electric shocking device, made a study of the fish populations in 
the A. E. Meyer pits West of Amboy. 
The West pit showed an 


abundance of small bass (this year's young) and a very few nuisance 
fish, such as green sunfish, warmouth bass and shiners. The condi- 
tion of these bass indicated a balanced pit with a fair "to good fish 
population. 


The inspection of the East pit however, showed that the young 


bass were not present. There is a possibility of a few being present 
as the shocking device is not 100 per cent effective. The reason for 
the absence of any number of young bass was obvious when we 
picked up hundreds of small, stunted bluegills, green sunfish, war- 
mouth bass and several species of minnows. Only one large bass was 
picked up. The starving panfish and minnows have been feeding very 
heavily on the eggs and fry in the nests of the breeder bass. This 
results in poor survival, or in the case of the East pit, no survival of 
the bass spawn for the past few years. 


The introduction of more breeder bass will not help as long as the 


abundant small panfish exist in the pit, as they will continue to mul- 
tiply and kill off the spawn of the bass. The only answer to the 
problem is to chemically kill all the fish and then restock with a bal- 
anced planting of breeders about two weeks after the application of 
the chemical. 
Four hundred smallmouth bass and thi-ee hundred 


blue-gill fingerlings will be introduced. The bluegills will reproduce 
the following summer and the bass the second summer. 
The bass 


must be protected for the first two years so no fishing will be allowed 
in the east pit. During the second fall and thereafter, very good 
fishing will be realized. 


During the second and third summers, large channel catfish will 


be stocked. This specie will not spawn but are a desirable pond fish 
and grow well without competing with the bass for food. They will be 
stocked thereafter from time to time as found necessary to keep up 
good fishing. No. other stocking of fish, such as bullheads, sunfishes, 
crappies, should be made by individuals as such a stocking tends to 
upset the balanced bluegill, bass population and the present condi- 
tion will again face us.

Spies a Choice 
Immunity Act Exchanges 
Security for Testimony 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (J) — If you were 


a xvartime Soviet spy and had a 
choice, which would you take: A 
life of freedom for telling what 
you know or possible imprisonment 
and death if you refused to talk? 


It's a choice some men are 


prooably trying to make right now 
behind the doors of a federal grand 
jury room here. 


The Justice Department report- 


edly is guiding a grand jury in- 
vestigation, looking toward indict- 
ments and trials, of four alleged 
wartime spy rings among former 
government workers. 


Death Penalty 


The maximum penalty for war- 


time spying is death no matter 
how long after a v?r a man is 
found guilty. Former spies must 
have had some sleepless nights 
since the war, thinking about it. 


The government now has a new 


weapon to use against any spy 
rings. It is the immunity law, pass- 
ed by Congress this summer. This 
lav/ permits the government to call 
in an individual, even a onetime 
spy, and tell him: 


"We know you were a spy. If 


vou tell us what you know, we 
may be able to convict the higher- 
ups in the ring. If you do tell us, 
we promise you will never be pros- 
ecuted for what you did." 


Helps Country 


If he accepted the immunity of- 


fer and talked, the ex-spy's life 
thereafter would be free of worry 
about prosecution. At the same 
time he'd be helping his country. 


If he refused to talk, having been 


| promised immunity, he could S« 
(indicted for contempt of Federal 
'Court. How much time would he 
have to serve in jail if tried and 
found guilty? 
That's up to the 


(judge. 


i 
More than that. If he preferred 


Mienee to immunity, some of his 
co-conspirators, should they in turn 


I be offered immunity, might talk 
about him. They might talk enough 
to convict him of wartime spying;. 


FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover said 


a week ago this immunity law al- 
! ready is having an effect on Com- 
! munists. He said they are coming 
| by themselves to the government 
with offers to talk. 


Fifth Amendment 


Until now one of the govern- 


ment's worst stumbling blocks in

A wartime spy. called before * 


grand jury, knew that anything he 
said — this is, the actual words— 
never could be used against him if 
some day the government wanted 
to bring him to trial for spying. 


But while the government could 


never us* his exact grand jury 
testimony against him, it could 
use that testimony as a lead to 
other evidence which could be used 
.to try and convict him. 


So an ex-spy was always able to 


say: "I refuse to answer any ques- 
tions because the Fifth Amendment 
says a man can't be compelled to 


anything which torn* day 


mfht land him in jail." 


A«ktd Congress 


To get around thi*^ Atty. Gen. 


Brownell asked Congress to pass 
the immunity law. 


But there is still an unanswered 


question about the immunity law 
itself. Is it constitutional? That is, 
does Congress have the right to 
say a man can't use the Fifth 
Amendment? 


No doubt the first individual who

Cost Was 70 Cents in Lee 


< Th« Lee County Health Depart- 
-incnt is financed, in accordance 
"•with Illinois law, by tax appropria- 


The County Health Department 


Law of Illinois provides that the 
county board of supervisors, with 
'approval of the voting public, may 
levy an excess tax "not to exceed 
lifty cents per thousand dollars on 
-full valuation of property." This 
-would represent .05 per cent of as- 
sessed valuatitih — one-half of one 
per cent. 


However, the -tax rate for sup- 


port of the Lee County Health De- 
partment is .0251 per cent, or only 
*one-half of the maximum tax-rate 
Eet by the state. 


Since the 1953 assessed valua- 


tion of propertiy in Lfe County 
amounted to $150,314,219.00. the 
huiiiih 
dej.iu-Uaent 
appropriation 


for 1954 will be .0251 per cent of 
this amount, or 537,879.17. Out of 
this amo'unt will be taken slightly 
more than SI,500.00, representing 
the county's tax-collection and tax- 
handling fees and "objection" al- 
lowances. This will leave a "work- 
ing fund" of approximately $36.- 
300.00. 


State Refund 


The citizens of every county in 


the state pay taxes for support of 
the Illinois Department ol Public 
Health. In counties maintaining 
their OUTI health departments, the 


state currently follow! the practice 
of refunding to the county approxi- 
mately on« dollar for every three 
dollars appropriated by that coun- 
ty for support cf its health depart- 
ment. This state subsidy or refund 


! must be used only for payment of 


i salaries of the county department's 
| personnel. 
| 
County tax appropriations are 


awarded Dec. 1 of each year, but 
the Lee County Health depart- 
ment's fiscal year ends on June 30 
annually. Each fall, the health de- 
pal tment submits its budget to the 
board of supervisors which, in 
turn, makes the proper appropria- 
tion the following" December 1. 


Because of the time lag between 


June 30 and Dec. 1 each year, it
